EC  A  USE  Assemblyman  Puscy  has  ini  re¬ 
duced  a  bill  in  the  Legislature ,  which  aims 
to  destroy  the  livelihood  of  a  worthy,  indus¬ 
trious  and  light-hearted  class  of  mechanics,  l  feel 
called  upon  to  defy  him  and  to  show  that  his  ef¬ 
forts,  by  no  matter  -whom  they  were  originated,  will 
avail  him  nothing.  The  bill  forbids  the  lisc  of  “ un- 
human”  animal  forms  in  caricaturing  human  beings 
in  this  Commonwealth.  So  little  appreciated  arc 
the  diverse  resources  of  a  caricaturist  and  so  re¬ 
stricted  the  scope  of  his  genius  is  supposed  to  be 
by  the  legislator  with  the  two-inch  forehead  and 
the  six-inch  moustache  area  that  he  imagines  he 
can  choke  off  the  gifted  artist  by  closing  the  ani¬ 
mal  world  to  him.  The  cartoonist  may  be  compelled 
to  part  with  his  coo  of  trained  performing  par¬ 
rots,  owls,  lions,  bears,  skunks  and  bats  uponswhich 


he  has  hitherto  depended  for  a  poor  living,  but  he 
will  never  give  up  his  profession  at  the  behest  of  a 
yap  legislator. 

Small  as  are  the  monetary  rewards  of  the  car¬ 
toonist,  pitif  ul  as  is  the  mere  stipend  handed  out  to 
him  every  week,  he  still  has  a  vast  pride  in  his  Art, 
and  when  one  considers  that  it  is  perhaps,  apart 
from  ofhccholding,  the  only  profession  requiring  no 
real  toil  and  the  only  one  in  which  brains  arc  abso¬ 
lutely  unnecessary,  it  will  be  easily  seen  why  the 
cartoonist  clings  to  his  job. 

Mr.  Puscy’ s  threat  docs  not  cause  us  to  quail. 
After  the  bill  is  passed  even  that  word  quail  will  be 
prohibited,  I  suppose,  but  that  is  en  passant,  as  we 
say  in  Atlantic  City.  No  action  has  yet  been  taken 
by  the  Cartoonists'  Union  in  opposing  this  bill,  not 
because  we  are  afraid  to  go  to  Harrisburg  and  face
